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IN  APPRECIATION 


IN  the  untimely  death  of  Louis  Guerineau  Myers  our  American 
Museums  and  collectors  of  Americana  have  suffered  a  very  great 
loss.  Mr.  Myers'  collector's  life  meant  much  to  him,  and  his 
intensive  study  of  our  early  American  arts  and  crafts  brought  great 
happiness  to  him,  his  wife,  and  his  many  friends.  He  brought  to  this 
happy  avocation  the  rare  and  well  trained  mind  and  devotion  which 
won  him  his  position  as  Treasurer  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundations. 

Louis  Guerineau  Myers  knew  American  furniture  as  does  no  man 
today  and  shared  his  vast  store  of  knowledge  willingly  with  Museums 
as  well  as  rival  collectors.  His  appreciation  of  line,  form,  and  color, 
coupled  with  his  extraordinary  knowledge  of  craftsmanship,  made  his 
opinion  invaluable.  He  was  a  real  collector  who  experienced  the 
excitement  of  the  quest,  the  joy  of  possession,  and  the  delight  of  the 
companionship  of  every  piece  of  his  collection. 

Mr.  Myers  felt  the  responsibility  of  the  ownership  of  his  collection 
and  therefore  was  an  unselfish  lender,  often  at  the  great  sacrifice  of 
comfort  in  his  home.  Much  of  the  appeal  made  by  the  American 
Wing  and  its  revelation  to  the  American  people  of  the  rare  quality 
of  our  eighteenth  century  craftsmanship,  and  more  important  still, 
the  demonstration  that  there  was  an  appreciation  of  the  beautiful 
among  the  men  who  made  our  Republic  possible,  was  due  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Myers'  generosity  in  lending  so  freely  to  this  popular  addition 
to  the  Metropolitan  Museum  for  its  opening  exhibition. 

He  knew  infinitely  more  about  the  touch  of  the  old  time  craftsman 
and  the  wiles  of  the  present  day  forgers  than  those  of  us  who  fre- 
quently called  upon  him  for  his  decision.  His  judgment  was  unerring 
There  is  no  one  to  take  his  place.  His  ability  and  zeal  as  a  collector 
has  long  been  evidenced  in  his  collections,  and  his  much  sought-after 
advice  greatly  improved  the  quality  of  several  of  the  important  col- 
lections of  American  furniture  assembled  during  the  past  decade. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  had  not  Louis  Guerineau  Myers  lived,  the 
knowledge  of  much  of  the  excellence  of  craftsmanship  of  our  eighteenth 
century  cabinetmakers  would  not  as  yet  have  been  known  to  us.  He 
led  the  way.

FOREWORD 


PERHAPS  the  most  satisfying  esthetically  of  all  the  furniture  popu- 
larly termed  Colonial  is  that  which  reflects  the  spirit  of  the  three 
decades  ending  the  eighteenth  and  beginning  the  nineteenth  century, 
a  period  in  which  England  experienced  a  classic  revival  in  domestic  art 
initiated  principally  by  the  Adam  brothers,  architects,  whose  creations  con- 
stituted a  definite  break  with  the  rococo  tradition  maintained  by  France  in 
her  position  as  arbiter  ot  the  world  of  fashion.  1  lepplcwhite,  Shearer,  and 
Sheraton,  in  their  attempt  to  interpret  this  spirit  in  practical  form,  created 
furniture  which  for  purity  ot  line  and  sophisticated  elegance  conforms  to 
the  requirements  of  modern  taste  to  a  surprising  degree,  and  it  is  generally 
agreed  that  no  other  craftsman  in  America  interpreted  this  classicism  in 
domestic  art  with  such  a  degree  ot  artistic  merit  as  did  Duncan  Phyfe,  a 
Scottish  immigrant  who,  beginning  in  a  humble  way,  rapidly  attained  the 
position  of  New  ^  ork's  leading  cabinetmaker. 

Phyfe,  as  a  name  to  conjure  with,  has  attained  during  the  past  ten 
years  a  prominence  among  Early  American  craftsmen  not  exceeded  by 
Savery,  Randolph,  or  Goddard;  and  it  is  widely  acknowledged  that  by  his 
diligent  study  anil  scholarly  research  Louis  Guerineau  Myers  has  contributed 
very  largely  to  our  present  knowledge  of  this  cabinetmaker  and  his  furni- 
ture.  The  present  collection  assembled  by  Mr.  Myers  maintains  the  Phyfe 
tradition  and  is,  without  doubt,  the  most  important  collection  of  this  cabinet- 
maker's work  in  the  country. 

The  exquisite  'Beau  Brummel'  table  is  the  last  word  in  dainty  con- 
struction and  excels  in  form  similar  pieces  by  Phyfe's  English  contemporary 
Sheraton.  The  pedestal  library  or  breakfast  table  is  a  masterpiece  of  per- 
fect balance  and  restraint  in  decoration,  and  the  splendidly  carved  case  of 
the  (iibson  and  Davis  piano  made  about  1 8 10-15  typifies  the  disinclination 
of  Phyfe  to  conform  to  the  lowering  standard  of  quality  in  evidence  at  the 
time.  Besides  this  remarkable  group  of  Phyfe  furniture,  there  are  beautiful 
chairs,  single  and  in  sets,  in  the  Chippendale,  1  lepplcwhite,  and  Sheraton 
styles,  including  a  chair  by  James  Gillingham  of  Philadelphia,  three  superb 
shield-back  chairs  from  Carrollton,  the  Baltimore  residence  of  Charles 
Carroll,  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  a  set  of  twelve 
Sheraton  chairs  which  according  to  tradition  originally  belonged  to  George- 
Clinton,  first  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York.  A  splendid  group  of 
mirrors  comprise  labeled  examples  by  the  Elliotts,  senior  and  junior,  of 


Philadelphia;  beautifully  festooned  and  gilded  mirrors  in  the  Adam-Hepple- 
white  style,  of  New  York  origin;  and  others  in  the  architectural  style  reflect- 
ing in  their  decoration  the  patriotic  sentiment  inspired  by  the  naval  victories 
of  the  War  of  1812.  This  sentiment  is  also  illustrated  elsewhere  by  the 
number  of  pieces  that  arc  decorated  with  the  national  emblems  in  marquetry. 

Complementing  this  important  collection  of  furniture  is  the  finest  group 
of  American  pewter  objects  that  it  has  been  our  privilege  to  offer;  a  repre- 
sentative assortment  of  early  American  glass,  principally  in  the  three-mold 
technique;  fine  porcelains,  including  the  very  rare  Dr.  Wall  Worcester, 
Spode,  Chelsea,  and  Rockingham;  Oriental  Lowestoft  ware,  and  several 
line  Chinese  anil  Japanese  bowls.  The  three  sessions  terminate  with  a  group 
ol  hooked  rugs  and  choice  Caucasian  and  Bokhara  weaves  that  provide  an 
appropriate  background  to  a  collection  well  deserving  ol  such  a  distinguished 
connoisseur. 

The  attributions  given  the  furniture  in  this  catalogue  were  largely 
made  by  Mr.  Myers,  and  the  work  of  cataloguing  has  been  greatly  facili- 
tated by  our  free  access  to  the  fund  of  rare  material  he  assembled.  The 
notes  appended  to  numerous  descriptions,  it  will  be  seen,  are  in  almost  every 
instance  Mr.  Myers'  own.  The  section  describing  the  pewter  owes  much 
to  the  generous  cooperation  of  Dr.  Ledlie  I.  Laughlin,  whose  expert  knowl- 
edge ot  American  pewter  is  soon  to  be  embraced  in  book  form.

Note:  This  is  considered  one  of  the  finest  pieces  of  American  pewter  so 
far  discovered.  It  reflects  the  chaste  classicism  of  the  period,  termed  in  England

there  is,  therefore,  no  reason  to  disqualify  that  master.  On  the  other  hand,  lack 
of  documentary  evidence  that  he  made  ether  articles  in  this  manner  leaves  the 
question  open.

Ten  of  the  chairs  were  purchased  by 
a  Mr.  Alfred  Dunn  and  a  Mr.  Redgrave  purchased  the  two  armchairs.  After  a 
long  period  of  years  the  complete  set  was  assembled  by  Mr.  James  C.  Paton  of 
Lyons,  N.  Y.,  who  obtained  the  foregoing  history  with  the  chairs.

Molded  shield  back  framing  an  openwork  splat  of  vase  form,  beauti- 
fully carved  with  drapery  swags,  group  of  ostrich  feathers,  pendent 
husk,  and  acanthus  leafage.  Seats  generously  proportioned,  curved 
at  the  front  and  sides  and  skirted  with  inlaid  bandings  of  light  and 
dark  woods;  the  molded  and  tapered  square  front  legs,  carved  with 
rosettes  and  descending  sprays  of  husk  for  half  of  their  length  and 
terminating  in  spade  feet,  are  braced  with  stretchers.  Seats  in  slate 
blue  satin  damask.    Back  of  one  chair  reinforced  with  metal  brace. 

Note:  'During  the  latter  years  of  the  eighteenth  Century  Maryland  must  have 
developed  some  expert  craftsmen ;  or  else  cabinet-  and  chair-makers  from  other  of 
our  larger  cities  or,  quite  probably,  from  England  settled  there.  We  can  only  in 
this  way  account  for  a  goodly  number  of  fine  examples  of  furniture  in  the  Hepple- 
white and  Sheraton  styles.  The  writer  has  had  the  opportunity  of  observing  a 
number  of  pieces  of  this  high  quality  in  and  around  Baltimore — notably  sideboards, 
side  or  serving  tables,  card  tables,  and  chairs.  Of  the  latter,  the  writer  has  been 
fortunate  in  acquiring  five  excellent  representatives — the  superlative  trio  here 
described  and  the  two  interesting  specimens  described  elsewhere.  The  former 
are  from  a  set  owned  in  the  Carroll  family,  and  were  unquestionably  once  part  of 
the  furnishings  of  Carrollton.  They  were  indubitably  made  either  in  Annapolis 
or  Baltimore. 

The  five  feathers  are  beautifully  carved,  as  indeed  are  all  the  motives.  The 
acanthus  design  at  the  base  of  the  splat  will  be  found  in,  perforce,  a  different 
form  in  the  other  two  chairs  mentioned.  The  carving  of  the  legs  is  practically 
unique  in  American  work  of  this  period.  The  seat  frames  are  of  whitewood, 
covered  with  mahogany  veneer. 

Although  the  style  of  these  chairs  is  here  termed  Hepplewhite  out  of  defer- 
ence to  the  universal  attribution  to  that  designer  of  all  shield-back  chairs,  and 
although  the  design  resembles  one  of  Hepplewhite's,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
it  follows  even  more  closely  a  design  on  plate  28  of  Sheraton's  Drawing  Book. 
In  neither,  however,  does  the  central  ornament  consist  of  feathers,  but  rather  of 
some  form  of  leafage.  Doubtless,  any  feather  motive  in  England  would  have  been 
limited  to  three,  as  in  the  Prince  of  Wales'  crest,  so  popular  in  decorative  forms 
throughout  the  eighteenth  century.  Five  feathers  would  have  no  significance 
there,  whereas  three  would  have  an  unpleasant  one  with  the  patriots  of  Baltimore. 
New  York  cabinet-makers  were  not  so  patriotic,  or,  rather,  there  was  a  good  deal 
of  Tory  sentiment  among  their  clients.' — I.,  c.  M.

Note:  'Phyfe  had  been  working  in  New  York  seven  years  when  Thomas 
Gibson  and  Marvin  Davis  came  from  London  and  located  at  58  Warren  Street, 
where  they  remained  for  two  years,  removing  some  time  in  1804.  or  1805  to  63 
Barclay  Street.  They  are  listed  in  the  Directories  for  1802-03  to  1806-07  as 
musical  instrument  makers,  and  in  1807-08  and  subsequent  issues  for  many  years 
as  piano  makers. 

'If  this  were  a  modern  instrument,  one  would  naturally  infer  that  the  mecha- 
nism and  case  were  made  by  the  same  firm.  It  is  difficult  to  see,  however,  how 
these  two  Englishmen  could  catch  the  spirit  of  a  genius  like  Phyfe  and  translate  it 
with  such  fidelity  as  to  duplicate  successfully  even  the  touch  of  the  carver. 
The  writer  has  examined  many  pieces  of  English  furniture  of  the  period  and 
has  never  found  either  carving  or  inlays  of  this  precise  character.  Indeed,  in 
no  other  place  in  America  than  New  York  was  anything  comparable  with  Phyfe's 
work  produced.  There  seems  no  alternative,  then,  to  the  attribution  to  Phyfe  of 
this  and  similar  instruments,  leaving  Gibson  and  Davis  the  rest  of  their  struc- 
tures.'— L.  c.  M.

Note:  'Phyfe  produced  a  number  of  four-post  bedsteads,  but  if  he  made 
other  wall  or  sofa-beds  similar  to  those  here  illustrated,  they  remain  hidden 
away  in  some  unknown  home  or  storeroom.  Sheraton  designed  several  bedsteads 
of  this  character,  probably  none  of  which  were  ever  given  form  in  wood  or 
damask.  For  one  reason  the  expense  would  have  been  enormous,  so  elaborate 
were  the  carvings  and  draperies.  In  England,  doubtless,  these  designs  were 
adapted  to  beds  much  simpler  in  detail,  though  even  there  they  could  never  have 
been  plentiful,  notwithstanding  obvious  advantages.  The  drapery  now  used  with 
these  two  samples  is  of  the  simplest.  Originally,  it  was  probably  much  more  pro- 
fuse. Mahogany  rails,  which  have  been  temporarily  removed,  ran  between  the 
wall  posts,  to  which  paneling  of  pleated  silk  could  have  been  tacked.  The  idea 
was  seemingly  never  carried  out,  for  neither  these  rails  nor  the  rear  lower  rails 
show  evidences  of  upholstery.  The  mahogany  is  beautiful  in  quality,  and  the 
technique  displayed  is  very  high,  both  in  cabinet  work  and  carving.' — l.  g.  m.
